The Illinois Department of 
Conservation will have the 
authority to allow hunting on 
4,000 acres of unused slate 
park land under a bill passed 
earlier this year by the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

Upon approving the bill 
last week. I also issued an 
Executive Order specifically 
limiting the controlled' hunt- 
ing program to five stale 
parks: Beaver Dam, Lake Ar- 
gyle, Lake Ramsey, Red Hills 
and Stephen A. Forbes. The 
order further forbids the 
opening of any part if a ma- 
ority of the land is used for 
such recreational purposes as 
camping and picnicking. 

The acreage affected by 
tho bill is former agricul- 
tural, river bottom or small 
forest land that has been re- 
habilitated for wildlife 'by 
the planting or fast-growing 
food patches, corn plots and 
grassy nesting areas. The 
laml also has been planted 
with) hardwood and pine for- 
est plots that normally take 
at least 20 years to grow

desirable for summer park 
visitors. 

The Department of Conser- 
vation will, directly supervise 
hunting in these remote park 
areas. Hunting wilt not be 
permitted to interfere with 
other recreational programs. 
Hunting, of course, will be 
forbidden in the other state 
parks in Illinois, such as 
Starved Rock and Pere Mar- 
quette. 

Surveys have shown that 
tho number of state park vis- 
itors declines sharply after 
Labor Day. The hunting 
program, which was en- 
dorsed by the Conservation 
Department Advisory Board, 
is a means of extending park 
usage into late fall and early 
winter' without conflicting 
with the regular use of the 
areas. 

Illinois has fallen behind in 
providing outdoor recrea- 
tional facilities for its resi- 
dents. The creation and de- 
velopment of these multiple- 
use areas wilt provide more 
opportunities for sportsmen, 
while by Executive Order 
will give strict safeguards to 
the other users of our recre- 
ational facilities.

BABY KNOWS BEST

In grandmother's day, par- 
ents thought that baby 
should be forced to eat all 
of the fnpd prepared for him 
whether he wanted to eat or 
not. 

The resulting emotion- 
packed "feeding fights" were 
nightmares for both mother 
and . baby. Can't you still 
hear your mother saying", 
"You will eat your dinner if 
you have to sit on that chair 
all day." 

Today pediatricians advise 
parents to make baby's meal- 
time as pleasant as possible 
and to allow babies to eat as 
much, or as little, of what 
they want to eat. 

Between babies' first and 
second birthdays, their rapid 
growth slows somewhat, and 
appetites slow, too. During 
this period you can expect 
your baby to eat less. 

Here are a few tips to help 
you keep mealtime a happy 
time. Don't try to take 
away baby's milk in order to 
encourage him to eat more 
semi -so lid or solid foods. It 
takes a mountain of meat and 
vegetables to equal the 34 
grams of protein in a quart 
of milk and perhaps he is 
not ready for a* full diet of 
solid foods. 

Let your baby eat the same 
old foods he likes hest if -he 
wants to. Introducing a 
flood of new foods may do 
very little to tempt his appe- 
tite although occasional -ex- 
perimentation with new 
foods could prove beneficial 
to the child's diet. 

Don't make an issue v of 
baby's eating habits by over- 
praising him if he eats par- 
ticularly well, or by being 
overly critical if he cals 
poorly. His appetite will de- 
velop the way nature intend- 
ed. 

Give your child small serv- 
ings and let him come back 
for seconds if he wants. Re- 
member that some children 
do better on frequent small 
meals than on the thrce-a-day 
routine. 

Making mealtime into war- 
time is bound to have exact- 
ly the wrong effect. Ner- 
vous tension helps kill small 
appetites. The average baby 
will normally eat the right 
amount of the proper foods 
by their very natures if you 
do not make an issue of the 
feeding. Serve your baby a 
variety of wholesome foods 
regularly in a pleasant atmos- 
where and you've done your 
part. He'll do his by eating 
what he needs. In other 
words, you cook it, he'll eat it 
— if he wants to.

Millions in Marine 
Fuel Tax Refunds 
Are Unclaimed 

American boat owners have 
joined the ranks of the phil- 
anthropists with a' vengeance. 
Their contributions on an an- 
nual basis put them in the 
same class with the Fords, 
Rockefellers, DuPont, and 
the other famous "givers" of 
our history;.. , 

No one has yet figured out 
the exact annual "take" for 
this kind of charity, by OBC 
estimates place it somewhere 
in the neighborhood of a 
whopping $46,483,469 that 
the boat owners are giving 
away because they don't 
bother to claim their state 
and federal marine fuel -tax 
refunds. 

But in the case of the boat 
owners, the beneficiaries are 
not universities, hospitals, 
foundations and other good 
causes. The recipients' are 
the state and federal high- 
way funds where all un- 
claimed gasoline taxes end up 
as highway-building dollars. 

Federal gasoline tax dol- 
lars available for'lnarine fuel 
refunds are estimated at $17,- 
000,000 or two cents for every 
gallon sold as marine fuel. 
State marine fuel taxes avail- 
able for refund are estimated 
by OBC at $34,648,208. This 
figure represents 1.5 ""per 
cent of the total gas taxes of 
all states that grant marine 
fuel tax refunds. 

But here's the rub! Boat 
owners claim only about 10 
per cent of the fundsr-a 
able for refund, probably be : 
cause of the red tape and the 
small amounts of money in- 
volved in each individual 
case, according to studies by 
states such as Missouri, Idaho, 
Michigan and California. 
Here's a rundown on how the 
above figures were deter- 
mined: , 

— A national survey in 
1961 of some 5,000 persons 
by an independent research 
organization under the aus- 
pices of the Outboard Boating 
Club of America revealed ap- 
proximately 1:5 per cent of 
all gasoline consumed is used 
as mar.ne fuel. By extend- 
ing this figure of 1062. the 
last year for which figures 
arc present ^available, a na- 
tional consumption of marine 
fuel of 886-222,000 gallons is 
determined. It might he add- 
ed that independent surveys 
by various states, among 
them, Ohio, California and 
Wisconsin, confirm the OBC 
figures. 

— By alloting each state an 
average by 1.5 per cent of 
the total gallons of fuel con- 
sumed, which can be com- 
puted from state-furnished 
gasoline tax income, the total 
marine fuel consumption for 
each state can be determined. 
Multiplying this figure by 
the state gas tax rate gives 
the marine fuel tax income 
for a given state. 

—Excluding the states that 
grant no marine fuel refund 
and by computing the total 
dollars available for rebate 
from the remaining states, it 
is possible to arrive at the 
dollars available for refund 



from the 50 states. This fig* 
ure added to the federal tax 
available . for rebate gives us 
the national total, an eye 
opening 951,648,298. 

Assuming that the nation's 
boat owners claim only 10 
per cent of the total -refunds 
available to them, as was 
found in Missouri, Michigan, 
California and Idaho, boat 
owners are contributing to 
state, and federal highway 
funds to the tunc of the afore- 
mentioned 946,483,460, which 
is equal to the national total 
of $51,648,298 minus 10 per 
cent. * 

For those boat owners that 
do not believe federal and 
state highway funds qualify 
as charitable institutions, 
OBC publishes the following 
information with the under- 
standing that OBC wants aft 
marine fuel taxes earmarked 
for the construction of boat- 
ing facilities. Until action is 
taken at the state and federal 
level, however, boat owners 
should claim their refunds. 

Under the federal highway 
act of 1956, two cents of the 
U. S. excise tax on gasoline 
used in motor boats is avail- 
able for refund upon appli- 
cation. Claims for federal 
marine fuel tax refunds must 
be made on "Internal Revenue 
Service Form 843 and must 
cover the period July 1, 1962 
to June 30. 1063. The prop- 
er forms can be obtained at 
any IRS office. Deadline 
for filing claims is September 
30 this year. . -. 

The following states do 
not grant refunds of state 
taxes on- marine fuel: Ala- 
bama, Arkansas, Florida, Ha- 

aii, Louisiana, Michigan, 
New Jersey, North Dakota, 
Ohio, Oklahoma, Pennsyl- 
vania, Tennessee, Utah, Ver- 
mont and- Wyoming. 

Stales 'granting full refund 
of tax on gasoline used in 
motorboats: Colorado, Dela- 
ware, District of Columbia, 
Idaho, Indiana, Iowa, Mary- 
land, Montana, Oregon, 
fthode Island, South Dakota, 
Texas, Virginia. Arizona, Cali- 
fornia, Connecticut, "Illinois,. 
Kansas, Massachusetts, Min- 
nesota, Missouri, Nevada, 
New Hampshire, New Mexico, 
New York, Washington, West 
Virginia, and Wisconsin.

New Coast Guard 
Regulations 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Aug. 
31 — Some sponsors of regat- 
tas or marine parades held on 
navigable waters of the Unit- 
ed. States during the 1063 
boating season have failed to 
comply with the Coast 
Guard's new regatta regula- 
tions and in so doing have 
violated Federal laws. 

The new regulations, ef- 
fective since June 22, 1063, 
hold that sponsors of these 
regattas I in the Great Lakes 
area must apply for approval 
to the Commander, Ninth Dis- 
trie, in Cleveland, at least 30 
days prior to the date of the 
event. Conducting a regatta 
or marine parade without ap- 
plying for approval, or in 
spite of disapproval, consti- 
tutes a Federal violation 
which can result in a maxi- 
mum penally of $250. 

These new regulations 
were furnished to all regatta 
sponsors at the beginning of 
the 1063 navigation season 
but the number of violations 
indicates poor dissemination 
within sponsoring groups, 
particularly present or pros- 
pective regatta chairmen, be 
informed of the applicable 
regulations.

New Law 
Halts Cars 

The Chicago Motor . Club 
caution Illinois motorists 
that a new state law. . 
during this year's session of 
the Illinois General Assem- 
bly.' makes it mandatory that 
motorists stop 'when a school 
bus is discharging or receiv- 
ing children in business and 
residential-districts, in addU 
t ion to rural areas. 

Previous to the passage of 
this law, motorists in Illinois 
were required to stop for 
school buses on rural high- 
ways only. Motorists in ur- 
ban areas had been exempt 
from stopping for school bus- 
es under the old law. 

As the law Is now consti- 
tuted. Illinois motorists must 
stop for school buses when 
approaching them from ci- 
ther direction in both urban 
and rural areas, Tho^only 
exception, is this: Motorists 
approaching a stopped school 
bus from tlie opposite direc 
tlon on a divided highway 
with opposing roadways sop< 
aratod by a median strip or 
parkway are not required to 
stop. This is ti feature of the 
old law which has. been re 

tained. 

The requirement to slop 
does not apply unless the 
school bus displays the prop 
or visual signal warning mo 
torists to stop. The motor 
club points out. however, that 
sometimes signals may be 
out 'of order, or not .properly 
displayed, and urges caution 
at air times in the presence 
of school buses. 

'Illinois motorists must 
obey this law anywhere In 
tlie state and whether or not 
signs are posted advising" mo- 
torists of tlie new regulation.
